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OBEGON. 

Wo have Portland papers to the 22d inst. 
No news of importance. 

The Advertiser says that E. H. Pay and 
R. McLaughlin have just returned from 
British Columbia. They were of the party 
that went out with Robinson about year 
ago. McLftuglin intends to soon go up and 
make further prospects on the Wonacha 
river, believing that good diggings exist 
there judging from the observations made 
when he passed through that region last 
year. 

Parties arc doing quite a business in 
bringing Chinook salmon up to the Portland 
market. 

The Dalles- Journal suggests that a party 
be organized to follow the Utah Road F,x- 
potion, for the purpose of prospecting under 
its protection, the region drained by the 
Malheur, concerning which there are many 
well authenticated traditions handed down 
from the early emigrants to Oregon. 

The Oregon papers are absorbed in poli- 
tics. 

The cheapness of passage on the San 
Francisco steamers, it is thought will en- 
courage immigration to Oregon. 

The Columbia river is now navigated 200 
miles above Dos Chutes, and Snake river t" 
Fort Taylor, sixty miles from its junction 
with the Columbia. 

There are two daily papers now publish- 
ed in Portland. 

From Eastern Asia. — The Shanghao 
Herald says there are rumors afloat of some 
difficulties at Peking between the Chinese 
and Russian authorities; coming through 
natives the truth is not likely to be arrived 
at. Thoy are to tho effect that the Russians 
have established their legation in the capi- 
tal, and that their minister, who is atten- 
ded by a large retinue, rofuses to commu- 
nicate officially with any one but the Errt- 
poror himself. Great offonco, it is also said, 
is given by his assumption of eight bearers 
to his sedan, the number which the Emperor 
alone is privileged to have. There are also 
reports that a large number of Chinese 
troops are occupying Tion-tsin, and the peo- 
ple are apprehensive of trouble when the 
British Ambassador proceeds to Poking, to 
inaugurate his establishment there.

Markets. 

Mr. Grogan, — What quantity of your 
own land have you under tillage? — About 
00 acres, 

Have yon a ready disposal id' the pro- 
duce of that? — No ; it entirely depends on 
the will of the Hudson's Bay Company 
what they will give a bushel for wheat or 
produce ; they may either give us one shil- 
ling or they may give us two dollars a 
bushel, as they please. 

Or they may refuse to take it at all ?— ■ 
They may refuse to take it all. 

Has that'faot ovor occurred? — It hits. 

In that ease what became of tho produce 
so raised; wheat, for instance? — A great | 
deal of it is in the stacks to this day, thoro 
being no market for it. 

Is the fact of there being no market for 
it, and your being entirely dependent on 
the Hudson's Bay Company for the pur- 
chase of the wheat, a drawback to prevent 
the colonists from raising any greater 
quantity of it?— I am certain of it. if wo 
had a market for it, three times the quan- 
tity, under the present means, could be 
raised. 

Then, in fact, the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany could draw any quantity of supplies 
they pleased from the island ? — Not any 
quantity, but they could draw a greator 
quantity than is already produced. 

If that import duty of 20 per cent, to 
which you alluded as paid on goods going 
into San Francisco, were abolished, do you 
think that the cultivation of wheat and 
other agricultural products would greatly 
increase ? — It would certainly. 

You have no doubt of that? — 1 have no 
doubt of it. 

Fisheries. 

You mentioned something about fishing; 
will you give a little information on the 
subject ? — There is no fishing of importance 
on Vancouver's Island, only on the rivers 
and coast of the mainland : and there the 
Hudson's Bay Company hold the exclusive 
right of trade, according to their charter, 
of the mainland. 

En the Fuca Strait what the case? — 
It is nil open there. 

Any ono may fish chore? — Yes : but in 
Fraser'a River, which is the only inlet iuto 
♦ ho mainland, in fact, no one is allow 

ash; 

Is that where the salmon is princi_ 
taken?— It i-. 

Chairman. — Tiro is a very valuable 
fishery, is it not ? — It is. 

Mr. Grogan. — If any quantity of lis'u 
were taken by any of the emigrant- who 
clmse to devote their attention to it, what 
would become of it ; have they the means 
of exporting and selling it?— Not very am- 
ple means. 

Have they mentis at all?— No; they 
would have probably to charter an Ameri- 
can vessel to take it to some port south, or 
to the Sandwich Islands. 

Have the Company any vessels that 
trade in fish themselves? — Yea ; but they 
very often refuse to take freight. 

Do you say that from your own know- 
ledge? — Y's, I do; 1 Bay it as a fuel : no 
It-right was to bo brought up for sottlcrs 
from the Sandwich Islands. 

Chairman. — Do you mean thai they re- 
fuse to take freight upon system, or thai 
they refuse to take freight either because 
the'ro is not room for it, or because it would 
be inconvenient for them to go to the par- 
ticular place whero the froight is? — I be- 
lieve it is inconvenicni to them j they do 
not care about il : you musl do it for your- 
selves if you wish il dono, and not trouble 
them about it: if they do it. it is a vory 
great favor for you.

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ECONOMY.— UNPAID MAGISTRATES.— VIC 
TOEIA INCORPORATED. 

Economy as well as offioioncy ought to 
bo studied in relation to every department 
of our government. Wo have before alluded 
to tho necessity for uniting the oliice.s of 
Colonial Secretary and Registrar of Deods, 
when the latter is instituted, on the ground 
of economy, as well as being in harmony 
with the experience of other provinces. Wo 
would now direct attention to the obvious 
necessity of making a saving in relation to 
to our police deportment. The present in- 
cumbent draws from the treasury a salary 
of £375 as magistrate, £200 as commis- 
sioner of police, and X100 for lodging 
money, in all equivalent to nearly $2000. 
This sum though inconsiderable in a larger 
community than ours, is a far heavier tax 
tli an wo can afford to hear. And when it 
is possible to administer justice with equal 
certainty and promptitude by means of 
unpaid magistrates, it is obviously our 
duty to adopt tho latter. In addition to 
53000 to the present magisterial incumbent, 
wo pay to the Clerk { the Police Court £375 
n year. In England where an unpaid mag- 
istracy is adopted, it is usual to have a 
clerk capable of giving legal advice to the 
presiding magistrate. In the eastern prov- 
inces, unpaid magistrates serve the country 
well and satisfactorily, though no clerk is 
allowed them. Here then wo can sec no 
good reason why we should not set aside sti- 
pendiary magistrates in toto, — and for the 
purposes of Vcitorin only retain an efficient 
police court clerk. I>y so doing a saving of 
S.'IOOO would become an important item in 
creating an efficient lire department, which 
is much wanted, — or improving our streets. 
"\Vo want improvements for these and kin- 
dred purposes, purely civic, and except we 
economise tho public expenditure, we will 
luck their use or involve ourselves largely 
in debt, 

In order to secure an efficient unpaid 
magistracy for Victoria, we know of no 
better plan than to obtain from the legisla- 
ture a limited act of incorporation, — em- 
powering the governor to order an election 
of live gentlemen for a year, to discharge 
the duties of magistrates, within certain I 
limits. And the act should authorise the I 
live to act as a board of aldermen, withal 
general supervision of matters purely local, 
including power to tax the town for the 
support of tho police, — to regulate and im- 
prove the streets, — establish a lire depart- 
ment, — licence theatrical i lpanios, — 

impose a license on liquor dealers fa- town 
purposes, — make regulations to prevent 
fires, — and n number of other minor pro- 
visions. By this means, wo believe, our 
affairs would be managed bettor and 
cheaper than they arc now : and the legis- 
lature! would not he called upon to legislate 
on trilling matters that could be bettor done 
by a civic ordinance, than through tho 
cumbrous machinery of tho legislature of 
the colony.

BRITI3H COLUMBIA NEWS. 

Tho steamer Gov. Douglas, dipt. Murray, 
arrived on Friday evening from various 
ports on Eraser river, bringing down 130 
passengers, among whom wero his Excel- 
lency Gov. Douglas and stall'. Gold dust to 
the amount of §28,000 is reported. 

Yale. — The body of a man was found in 
the water opposite Yale, on the evening of 
Thursday the 2.">d hist. It was brought! 
ashore by some Indians, and an inquest 
held by Commissioner Sanders. Verdict, 
accidental drowning. The name of the 
deceased was supposed to be John McAuly, 
of Lytton City, an Irishman, and appeared 
to have been i;i the witter two weeks, lie 
was buried by the authorities. 

River Falling: — Eraser river has fallen 
about 1.2 feet within ten days, and still con- 
tinues to recede, consequently many of tho 
miners in the kiuiyons have gone to work 
again. 

Sale or Lots. — Tho government lot sale 
at Yale, on the 15th resulted in the dispo- 
sal ot only twelve lots at prices ranging 
from $100 to 8500. 

Eoirr Hon:. — The Douglas on tho up trip 
carried up seven Sappers for the Fort Hope 
trail. Considerable complaint has been 
made because further assistance has not 
been rendered by tho government. 

New Diggings. — Reports were current 
at Port Douglas and Yale that new and 
rich diggings had been struck near Fort 
Alexander, and some parties had left for 
them. 

Pout Douglas.— Tho Douglas carried up 
150 Sappers for tho wagon trail. Traders 
from there have full confidence. McDon- 
ald's mill is cutting a good deal of lumber. 
Not much bidding going on. 

Qoeenborouou. — The Gov. Douglas was 
seized by the Government for the head 
tax which Capt. Murray refused to pay on 
his last voyage down. A difficulty occurred 
between him ami the seizing; officer, which 
ended in ordering out the soldiers. He of- 
fered to pay the money under protest, this 
not being satisfactory, he was going to land 
the soldiers on board for Pt. Douglas, when 
the money was taken under protest. On 
his return he was bound over to appear on 
Tuesday at Quccnborough to answer the 
charge of resisting an officer. The matter 
however, will he settled amicably. 

Great excitement prevailed in relation to 
the head tax among the people A protest 
was signed declaring it impolitic, and ille- 
gal. The latter is a mistake.

— This trade 
bids fair to become of considerable im- 
portance and advantage to us. The Hud- 
son's Day Company have carried on a littl" 
trado with the islands for somo years, 
shipping fish thoro and bringing in return 
sugar and island produce. Tho clipper 
Elissa and Ella, to J!. 0. Janion, with 100 
head of beef cattle, and -100 head of sheep, 
both in line condition, besides n large lot 
of sugar, is the second ship which that en- 
terprising house has loaded at Honolulu, 
for this port, within a short period. We 
regret that we do not produce enough 
fish and lumber to load her in return, in 
order to keep our circulating medium in 
tho country,— and would prefer to see is- 
land produce instead of cattle coming to 
our market. But till such time as we settle 
up the interior with farmers, we will be 
compollod to draw our supplies of cattle 
anil sheep from abroad, either Washington 
territory or the Sandwich Islands, — and till 
then perhaps we will have to wait for the 
balance of trade to turn in our favor. 



Licenses. — British Columbia is complain- 
ing loudly about the $600 license for a year 
in advanco, instead of quarterly. The same 
thing is true here. We hope the govern- 
ment of both colonics, will take tho matter 
up in good earnest, and meet tho views of 
the people. There cannot be any loss in 
revenue. — but in our opinion, a great gain, 
by quarterly licenses.
